SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Weston: 

The present school year seems to be one of progress. 
Our schools are all taught by certified teachers who are 
doing excellent work. We are now maintaining three 
schools with a total enrollment of 67 pupils. At the 
beginning of the year the school board decided to close 
the Island school, and transport the children to the vil- 
lage where a primary school was opened with 25 pupils. 
Last June six pupils were graduated from the 8th 
grade. This year have have eight in the graduating 
class. We have now only three students in high school. 
During the fall term of 16 weeks, the following pupils 
were perfect in attendance: Helen Kile, Gladys Stod- 
dard, Hugh Benson, Raymond Benson, Esther Moore, 
Curtis Moore, Richard DeCelle, Clifford Parker, Bern- 
ard Parker, Joseph Parker, Leslie Westine. At the 
village school new heaters have been installed which 
have proven entirely satisfactory. It could not be 
otherwise as this system of heating is a perfect one. 
New window shades have replaced the old ones at the 
village school, the walls and ceiling of the primary 
room have been whitened, and the floors of all the 
school rooms have been oiled. Some new books and 
other things have been added to our equipment. The 
Woman’s Club contributed $20 toward the shades, and 
the children of all the schools raised money in various 
ways to buy some of the things we need.
